One of the main attractions

erous quota of strings.

With increasing 
exposure on the air and a 
large-scale. radio series due to 
start next weekend, Telemann’s 
tercentenary year is off To a 
cracking start, Archiv Produk. 
tion‘ joins iu the 'celebrarion by 
reissuing two boxed sets of 
music from Telemanp's sub- 
scription series. The 62 items 
of Der getreue Music-Meister 
(the first music periodical ıo 
include entire compositions, 
some by guest contributors) 
reveal almost as wide a variety 
of style, form and invention as 
does the music of the man 
himself, and are performed an 
a good cross-section of contem- 
porary instruments. 

The set was first released in 
1967 for the two-bundredtb 
anniversary of Telemana's 
death, and the Style of instru 
mental playing bas on the 
whole worn better for our ears 
than the vocal: the choral 
singing and Hertha Toppers 
contralto, in particular, sound 
laboured and overweight.

It is 
cailed The Autograph Shop ané it has 
photographs, documents and mementoes 
which have been signed or once belonged 
lo people as diverse as Marilyn Monroe, 
Abraham Lincoln and Noel Coward. 

lan Sayer, the owner, had discovered 
when cesearching a bock Lhat he had to go 
to the Continent and America to find the 
signed documents he needed and thal, ir 
spite of a keen interest ir autographs in 
this county. it was difficult to find the 
dealers who specialized in them. 

So he began to accumulate lhe sort of 
signatures that would make interesting 
decoration as well as documentation — 
Christmas cards signed by the Queen and 
lhe Duke of Edinburgh, 
Florence Nightingale, 
Buffalo Bill, photographs and books — 
even a sprig of heather taken from Prince 
Charles's christening font, mounted with a 
letter of authentication {rom his nurse at 
Buckingham Palace.

nation before their party.

Labour’s National Executive 
Committee ruled that all

MacDonald hardly fought 


back. He saw his defection as

Until 
monetarism revived the argu- 
ment, MacDonald and his 
Chancellor, Philip Snowden, 
had always been thought to be 
the victims of pre-Keynesian 
naivety. 

The Labour movement 
quickly turned on its distin.

MacDonald and his National 
Labour colleagues were given 
a rough time. The portrait of 
MacDonald which hung in the 
offices of the London Labour 
Party was turned to the wall 
by Herbert Morrison. Mac-

at Aberavoa, Iror Fhomas, 
wrote to him: “The wolves 
will be saarling, you will be

Many rickshaw riders are 
from the fertile, beautiful, 
poverty-stricken countryside. 
‘They have come to make a 
liriîng oat this arduous trade 
aad, as you would expect, they 
are thin, with knotty muscular 
legs, 

Rickshaws are mechanically 
inefficient, with a long wheel. 
base and no gears. As well as 
people they carry substantial 
loads, being the draught vehi- 
cles of Dacca, and you see 
them creaking along under 
sracks of furrriture and heavy 
Packing cases: Of course, they 
are ecologically acceptable—no 
lead pollution here—bur they 
are also a good way of wearing 
out the pedallers and you do 
nor see many greyheads at the 
trade. 

Dacca restricts rickshaw 
licences to about 14,000, but 
there are evidently many more 
rickshaws than that, some say 
as many as 50,000.

reluctantly slopes off. 

Apart from a relatively small 
mumber of battered buses and 
Japanese-built taxis, tricycle 
rickshaws are the mainstay of 
public transport ir Dacca. 
Thousands of them swirl about 
the streets in great shoals. 

The predominance of rick- 
shaws makes Dacca one of the 
quietest of Sian cities, just the 
swish of ryres and tinkle of 
bells: a relief after Indian 
cities where drivers value the 
horn button above the brake 
redal and where a man with a 
dud klaxon considers himself a 
form of eunuch. 

Rickshawing in Dacca, while 
more relaxing than motoring, 
is not without its excitements.

Sir, J] must take issue wirh you 
abour the general tone of your 


leading article, “The Burgundy 
Brirish ” (March 2H, in which you 
stale that our present passport 


possesses “ some shreds Of Ereat- 
power swagger ”™. Let us pok ar the 
history of that bureaucratic booklet: 

Before the First World War, when 
Britain was at rhe peak of ber 
imperial power, passports were 
totally unnecessary for travel in 
most countries of Europe {excePT, 
significantly, in Tsarist Russia) and 
of course in tie BriLish Empire. The 
Baedeker guides of the period (I 
have a few) repeatedly say that 
*“ passports are unnecessary, except 
for obtaining delivery of registered 
letters”, Qur best passport during 
that time was the goiden sovereign. 

The actual document consisted of 
a single sheet of thin parchment, 
measuring 13 by 11 inches (“ imper- 
ial quarto "ı. I have one before me 
as I write this, issued to my father 
in 1910 by the British Consul in 
Munich. It is embeliished at the top 
with an engraved royal coat of 
arms, and consists mûstly of the 
familiar “request and require ” 
wording. It has no photograph of 
bearer. 

Immediately after the war British 
pussnorts became much Jarger and, 
hy then, indispensable. They still 
consisted of a single sheet, but were 
folded Jike a map. The present 
booklet was introduced in about 
1925. At this period our world power 
siatus was already in a slow de- 
clina, whHe travel! generally was 
more and more beset with the 
need for risas and, later, by ex- 
change control regulations. 

Our passport, in irs present form, 
is therefore a mere Jandmark in 
the decline of our country and cer- 
taimly does not deserve to be fought 
for on the beaches, as you suggest, 
As for the colaur of the proposed 
new passport, being an Englishman, 
I wnuld consider Nuits St Georges 
more appropriate than Burgundy.

Ir is the motives for the action that 
matter, so that even a ban by 
emplovees on non<contractual over- 
time may constitute other industria] 
action and bence there would be no 
worries for the emvloyer as far as 
tribunal cases are concerned. 

It aopears, therefnre. that the Jaw 
ks unlikely to stand in the way of 
the sackings you advocate in tke 
present dispute.

1 srarted work as a shop assistant 
aod, nearly 40 years later, 1 retired 
as one. For most of tbat time I 
have done the only sort of work 
open to women like me, who lacked 
o#portunities when 
young and therefore possess no for- 
mal qualifications ; the jobs have 
been poorly paid and Jow in status 
and -range from enamelling coat- 
hangers in a factory (during the 
Depression, when’ I was the only 
breadwinner’ in rhe family) to a 
parttime job in the local green- 
grocers shop when my daugbter 
was small. During all this time I 
bave also run a home, brought up 
two children. and cared for many 
years for an ailing and dependent 
mother until her death, J have 
coped single-handed with the house- 
hold chorès because, in my family, 
that was what wives and mothers 
were expected to do. 

I want life to offer a little more 
to my daughter and grand- 
daughters : I want them to live in a 
society which values tbe talents and 
aspirations of all its members, not 
just these of the men, And I 
gpplaud the efforts of the Equal 
Opportunities Commission which is 
working <o hard to end fhe deep- 
rooted and destructive prejudice 
which still exists against women.

O01 areraBe 
women still only earn three-quarters 
of what men earn per hour and 
91 per cent of office cleaners, 83 
per cent of telephonists, 82 per 
cent of shop assi:tants are women, 
The last census showed that only 
111 per cent of management jobs 
were held by women. 

Even in the professions to which 
xour correspondents belong, they 
are in a minority. In medicine, only 
16 per cent of Zencral pracrioners 
are wemen, only 12 per cent Of uni.

university professors are women, 
and 25 per cen! of journaljsts are 
omen.

The Equal Opportunities Com.

The Jater retirement aro 
of men and the discrimination 
against men who want to enter 
traditionally female jobs süll exist, 
The EOC has had some success in 
helping to bring equality into

“Allegory ofl the Old and New 
Testaments" by the Nationa! 
Gallery of Scotlafid, reported by 
your Sale Room Correspondênt 
{March 14, offers the public the 
Opportunity tû see a picture with 
an unusual historical background 
and of unsuspecıcd significance, 
Many religious works suck as alrar- 
pieces were painted by Hans 
Holbein the Younger, but this 
picture is the only ont so far 
identified that has a rheological 
subject. Twenty years ago, Gross” 
mann detected in it numerous styl- 
istic fcatures characteristic of 
Holbein's work bur he had no way 
of determining its provenance or ils 
precise date, although he narrowed 
the Jarter to c1523-30. 

We now kıow thar a northern 
European origin is implied by the 
panel being made of oak. Such da 
provenance is puzzling because, 
after lIcaving Dasle for England ria 
Antwerp in 1526, Holbeio was in tu 
northern city where the Lutheran 
doctrine, portrayed in the painzing, 
was tolerated by the pol 1 
authorities. My _ 1ree-ring analysis, 
however, has pinpointed Ancvierp, 
the richest commercial ciry of the 
ume, as the source of its pacel. 
Various heretical activities flouri- 
shed there in 1526 in the seclusion 
of the enclares of wealthy mer- 
chants, one such being Tyndale's' 
translation of the Bible together 
with the printing of copies to send 
to Englaud, where they annoyed 
Henry VII intensely. A beretical 
painting at Antwerp by Holbein, a 
bird of passage, would have formed 
a comparable underground activity, 
Indeed, Antwerp as the source of 

painting is not only feasib]e 
but virtually no ather city is 
remotely likely. 
- No doubt Holbeio reeded the 
money that this commission brought 
ime t should be r 
iring the ting at Edinbur, 
that he was taking a calculated risk 
in paintmg this subject. His subse- 
ا‎ career in England could have 
been very different had bis role iıı 
its creation been “leaked” to 
Henry VII. 
. The brevity of Holbein’s stay at 
Antwerp, only 8 month or 0 
sS why no other painting wi 
such a definite Protestant bias is 
known from his hard. Indeed, it 
may well be that this picture and 
the emblematic painting, “ Man on 
Horseback ”, recently acquired by 
the J. Paul Getty Museum in Cali- 
fornia, were the only two painted 
by Holbein in bis short time at 
Antwerp, ` : 
If ths painting is not the first 
rial representation of the 
loctrine of the Lutheran faith, it 
is a very early one. The British 
public must’ be grateful to the 
trustees of the Weld Estate and to 
those who have contributed to its 
purchase for having ensured that 
this hitherto irtle-kûown painting 
by Holbein remains in this country.

Computers: Physical limits of logic 


from their atomic-reladvistic limit. 
Dr Mtudlci’s minimum-possible- 
ster time, for a single-state com- 
puter, is the rime lUght takes to 
cross an atom, about 10-18 (oqe 
willion trilliooth) of a secoud.

. Some of Dr Mundici’s most iu- 
tereslng speculations on rhosa 
constrains refer to the brain, 
which is, after all, a computing 
device of great complexity.
